Blue Hydrangeas are not new to American horticulture, but most 
of them have been tender varieties grown in greenhouses, and oc- 
casionally planted in gardens. 


Now we have Nikko Blue, both hardy and beautiful. It has with- 
stood temperatures of 20 degrees below zero. The tops die down to 
the ground every winter, but give them a little mulch protection and 
the crowns will grow into bushy shrubs in one season, 2 to 4 feet tall 
with attractive, luxuriant foliage and great masses of flowers.

It’s 
easy to change alkaline soil into acid with aluminum sulphate (two 
tablespoons to a gallon of water).
